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So the end which I have foreseen and prophesied 
for some weeks has come, and the Compensa- 
tion clauses have been practically abandoned. 
I say “practically,” because the proposal 
to put the money in a bag, as it were, until 
some future House of Parliament decides that 
it shall be dealt with in some fashion or 
another is of no value. If a Liberal Govern- 
ment comes into power, all that it will have 
to do, if it does not want to spend £350,000 in 
buying up licenses through the County Councils, 
is to pass a Bill ef a single clause respecting the 
Compensation Act. The House of Lords would 
hardly venture to reject it, and certainly no 
party in the House of Commons would oppose it. 
Unfortunately, though this is indisputable as a 
mutter of practical politics, the prospect does 
not conciliate the Opposition. The temperance 
party will fight against any measure which writes 
the hated word Compensation in the Statute- 
book. The Opposition generally will not lose 
the chance of stamping an unpopular and unjust 
proposal deep into the minds of the constituen- 
cies. Why, then, did not the Government, when 
they decided to climb down, do it once for all ? 
Why reserve for themselves fresh humiliation, 
fresh surrenders, fresh chances of defeat in the 
country? The only answer is that there ar 
weak men in this Government, as in all others, 


that they are afraid to do the right thing, and |

that they prefer to save their dignity by a foolish 
and meaningless compromise to saving the next 
election and throwing dignity to the dogs. How

| how much Mr. Smith had surrendered, and yet 

how little he had benefited his party ! The imme- 
| diate cause of the Government’s surrender was 
| one of those curious Parliamentary scares which 
| lend humour and interest to what is usually a very 
| dull assembly indeed. ‘The House of Commons, 
in point of fact, is getting more and more dodgy, 
| fuller of surprises, though with less personal colour 
| than it used to possess. A favourite mode of 
strategy, nowadays, is the snap-division. Mr. 
| Labouchere has had something to do with it; 
| and I don’t know that I altogether approve of 
| the practice. It arises out of the 
| fact that attendance at the House of 
| Commons is not regular ; that mem- 
bers — especially the young bloods 
land ““mashers ” who sit on the 
Conservative benches—divide their 
| attentions between their Parliament- 
| ary work and the pleasures of the 
| season; and that, perhaps, for an 
hour or so in the course of a sitting 
| the Opposition may find itself in a 
majority. That was part of the 
| story of the famous manœuvre 
| which left the Government with 
| precisely four votes to the good on 
the critical clause of the Compen- 
sation Bill. The night before,

| which has independent Whips of its 
/own—young Mr. M‘Arthur being 
| by far the smartest of these gentle- 
| men—anticipating the usual exodus 
| of the sporting contingent to Ascot, 
| sent round an urgent ‘‘ whip’’ for

| time. The Irishmen were let into 
the secret a little later—in fact, 
| several Irish members knew nothing

Chaplin were nowhere to be seen, and I believe

| were actually seventy votes ahead of the Govern- 
ment. A little after five they were ten votes to the 
good. Unhappily for the victory that was univer- 
| sally expected, the Irish members could not be 
| got to stop their questioning, and their heedless 

garrulity spoiled everything. As they plied Mr. 

Balfour with questions, the invisible Mr. Akers- 


Douglas and his assistants were whipping up 


votes by telephone and hansom cab and all the 
resources of civilisation. Lord Hartington and 
Mr. Chaplin nipped into the division lobbies just 
| as the attendants were closing the doors, and 
| the Government were saved—saved, of course, 
for their ultimate surrender. 

This was the surprise part of thescene. But it 
was not all surprise. The Tories had a five-line 
“ whip ” for the division, which is the most im- 
perious mandate that can issue from the officials 
| of a party to its private members. The division,

I don’t know at what 
moment the whole Conservative Party saw what 
was in store for them, but to many who had not 
been enlightened by the sudden crowding up of 
the benches on the other side and the curious 
stillness which prevailed, like the hush before 
the storm, Mr. Storey’s refusal to continue his 


nal speech, the sudden putting of the question, and 
| the thunderous rhythmical shout of ‘‘ No!” which 


arose to the left of the Speaker were the first 
signs of trouble. On the face of it, it looked 
as if the Government were sure to be beaten, for 
the Opposition outnumbered them in the House by 
at least five to four.

smacked down the paper he was holding on his 
seat with a gesture of bitter chagrin and anger. 
There was an excited whisper running along the 
Opposition ranks, and then, as Colonel Walrond, 
the second Government Whip, walked up to the 
table and had the paper given him as the win- 
ning ‘‘ teller,” all doubt was set aside, and there 
was a faint cheer—a very, very faint one—from 
the benches to the right. Presently the four 
tellers ranged themselves in,front of the Speaker, 
and advanced bowing to the table, the House 
being then quite. breathless. The reading of the 
numbers set the storm loose. The Opposition 
burst into a triumphant yell, which lasted for two 
or three minutes—for such a defeat was a moral 
victory, and in the view of every experienced 
tactician meant the ultimate defeat of the Bill 
and the withdrawal of the clauses. This was 
precisely what happened. The Government 
gained nothing by their success : they lost heavily 
in prestige, and are far worse off to-day than 
they would have been if fairly and squarely beaten 
in the division lobbies.

Mr. Caine’s New Departure.

He attached 
himself to Mr. Chamberlain, and I think had 
more to do—for he is one of the most astute 
tacticians in the House—with the fall of Mr. 
Gladstone than any other politician. It was he 
who went down to Barrow and secured that con- 
stituency for Unionism at the time when things 
looked as if they might have gone either way, 
and he was generally credited with the defeat of 
the Home Rule Bill. I sha’n’t forget seeing him 
stand in the telegraph-office in the central 
hall of the House of Commons, surrounded 
by an angry crowd of Gladstonians, one of 
whom shouted out, ‘‘ We’ll remember this 
against you, Mr. Caine.”

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PART IL—CHAPTER III. 

THE CLEVEREST MAN IN LONDON. 
LEC FEILDING—everybody, even those who 
had never seen him, called him Alec—stood 
before the fire in his own den. In his hand 
he held a manuscript, which he was reading 
with great care, making dabs and dashes on it with a 

thick red pencil. 

Sometimes he called the place his studio, sometimes 
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his study. No other man in London, I believe, has 
so good a right to call his workshop by either name. 
No other man in London, certainly, is so well known 
both for pen and pencil. To be at once a poet, a 
novelist, an essayist, and a painter, and to do all these 
things well, if not splendidly, is given to few. 

The room was large and lofty, as becomes a studio. 
A heavy curtain hung across the door: the carpet 
was thick: there was a great fireplace, as. deep and 
broad as that of an old hall, the fire burning on 
bricks in the ancient style. Above the fireplace there 
was no modern overmantel, but dark panels of oak, 
carved in flowers and grapes, with a coat of arms— 
his own: he claimed descent from the noble House 
of Feilding: and in thecentre panel his own portrait 
let into the wall without a frame—the work was 
executed by the most illustrious portrait-painter of 
the day—the face full of thought, the eyes charged 
with feeling, the features clear, regular, and classical. 
A beautiful portrait, with every point idealised, 
Three sides of the room were fitted with bookshelves. 

¢ as becomes a study, and these were filled with books. 
| The fourth side was partly hung with tapestry and 
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partly adorned with armour and weapons. Here 
were also two small pictures, representing the illus- 
trious Alec in childhood—the light of future genius 
already in his eyes—and in early manhood. 

A large library table, littered with books, manu- 
scripts, and proofs, belonged to the study. An easel 
before the north light, and another table provided 
with palettes, brushes, paints, and all the tools of 
the limning trade, belonged to the studio. 

The house, which was in St. John’s-wood, stood 
in an old garden at the end of a cul-de-sac off the 
main road: it was, therefore, quiet: the house itself 
was new, built in the style now familiar, and put up 
for the convenience of those who believe that there is 
nothing in the world to be considered except Art. 
‘Therefore there was a spacious hall: stairs broad 
enough for an ancient mansion led to the first floor, 
and to the great studio. ‘here were also three or 
four small cupboards, called bed-rooms, dining- 
room, and anything else you might please. But the 
studio was the real thing. The house was built for 
the studio.

The place was charged with an atmosphere of 
peace. Intellectual calm reigned here. Art of all 
kinds abhors noise. One could feel here the silence 
necessary for intellectual efforts of the highest order. 
Apart from the books and the easel and this silence, 
the character of the occupant was betrayed—or 
perhaps proclaimed—by other things. The furniture 
was massive: the library table of the largest kind : 
the easy-chairs by the fire as solid and comfortable as 
if they had been designed for a club smoking-room : 
a cabinet showed a collection of china behind glass: 
the appointments, down to the inkstand and the 
paper-knife, were large and solid : all together spoke 
not only of the artist but of the successful artist: not 
only of the man who works, but of one who works 
with success and honour: the man arrived. The 
things also spoke of the splendid man, the man who 
knows that success should be followed by the 
splendid life. Too often the successful man is a poor- 
spirited creature, who continues in the humble 
middle-class style to which he was born : is satisfied 
with his suburban villa, never wants a better house or 
one more finely appointed, and has no craving for 
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society. What is success worth if one does not live up 
to it? Success is not an end: it is the meaus: it 
brings the power of getting the things that make 
life—wine—horses—the best cook at the best club— 
sport—the society, every day, of beautiful and well- 
bred women—all these things the man who has 
succeeded can enjoy. Those who have not yet 
succeeded may envy the favourite of Fortune. 

As for his work, this highly successful man owned 
that he could not desert the Muse of Painting any 
more than her sister of Belles-Lettres. Happy 
would he be with either, were t’ other dear charmer 
away! Happier still was he with both! And they 
were not jealous. ‘They allowed him—these tender 
creatures—to love them both. He was by nature 
polygamous, perhaps. 

Therefore those who were invited to see his latest 
picture—the lucky few, because you must not think 
that his studio was open on Show Sunday for all the 
world to see—stayed, when they had admired that 
production, to talk of his latest poem or his latest 
story.

Over the mantelshelf was quite a stack of invita- 
tions. And really one hardly knows whether Alec 
Feilding was most to be envied for his success as a 
painter—though he painted little: or for his stories— 
though these were all short—much too short: or for 
his verses—certainly written in the most delightful 
vein of vers de société: or for his essays, full of 
observation: or for his social success, which was 
undoubted. And there is no doubt that there was 
not any man in London more envied, or who occupied 
a more enviable position, than Alec Feilding. To 
be sure, he deserved it: because, without any excep- 
tion, he was the cleverest man in town. 

He owned and edited a paper of hisown—a weekly 
journal devoted to the higher interests of Art. It 
was called The Muses Nine. 1t was illustrated espe- 
cially by blocks from art books noticed in its columus. 
In this paper his own things first appeared : his 
verses, his stories, his essays. The columns signed 
Editor were the leading feature of the paper, for 
which alone many people bought it every week. The 
contents of these columns were always fresh, epi-

The Queen was looking very well and in good 
spirits as she passed through Aberdeen (says the 
World). She beckoned to Lord Aberdeen, who, as 
Lord Lieutenant, was on the platform, to come and 
speak to her. Her Majesty inquired after Lady 
Aberdeen, and talked a good deal of Mr. Stanley, 
shaking hands very warmly with Lord Aberdeen as 
the train was leaving the station. 


The Queen on Monday reviewed the troops of the 
Windsor garrison and the Eton College Volunteers 
in Windsor Great Park. ‘The Royal Horse Guards, 
the 2nd Battalion Coldstream Guards, and the 
Volunteers were first inspected by the Prince of 
Wales, who was accompanied by the Princess, the 
Duke of Clarence, and other Royal personages. On 
her Majesty’s arrival, with Princess Beatrice and a 
brilliant suite, the troops went through a variety of 
evolutions, and marched past. After the Queen’s 
return to the castle the Prince of Wales compli- 
mented the troops on their movements, and, with 
the Princess and party, resumed his journey from 
Sunningdale to London. 

The Duke of Clarence and Avondale (who wore 
his new honours inodestly and well) was escorted 
into the House of Lords on Monday by the Prince of 
Wales, the Duke of Edinburgh, the Duke of Norfolk 
as Earl Marshal, Garter King-at-Arms, the Lord 
Great Chamberlain, and Black Rod, and subscribed 
the roll with some formality as Peer of the realm. 
‘The Princess of Wales, with Princesses Victoria and 
Maud, looked on eagerly from the gallery. The 
young Prince acquitted himself right well. 


Mr. W. H. Smith, questioned by Mr. Caine, 
announced to the Commons last Monday the decision 
of the Government with regard to the Compensation 
question. It was proposed to set aside and ear-mark 
the sum appropriated in the Bill for the extinguish- 
ing of licenses, until Parliament had considered how 
the whole subject should be dealt with. Accordingly, 
the Government would not proceed with the clauses 
which conferred on County Councils power to pur- 
chase licenses. They would, however, adhere to the 
proposal to suspend the issue of licenses. The 
statement in respect to ear-marking was received 
with much disfavour by the Opposition. Mr. Smith 
subsequently announced that the Police Bill would 
be taken after the Local Taxation Bill. The Govern- 
ment motion for the appointment of a Select Com- 
mittee to consider whether by an alteration of the 
forms of procedure Bills could be carried over from 
one Session to another, was agreed to after some 
discussion. The House went into Committee on the 
Licensing Bill. A proposal to omit subsection 1 of 
clause 2 was defeated. 


Archdeacon Farrar presided over an important 
conference at Exeter Hall last Monday, on the 
subject of the Compensation clauses. Cardinal 
Manning, Lord Kinnaird, and others took part in 
the proceedings. A deputation consisting of some 
of the most prominent representatives of the religious 
denominations was appointed to correspond with 
and wait upon Mr. Ritchie, to urge the desirability 
of withdrawing the purchase clauses of the Licensing | 
Bill. On the decision of the Government being 
made known, considerable disappointment was 
expressed that the withdrawal was only partial. 


Tuesday was a Royal day on the river Thames. 
At the opening of the new branch of the Seamen’s | 
Hospital, the Duke of Edinburgh, as president of the 
society, received the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
who were afterwards entertained at a Greenwich 
garden-party by Lord and Lady Wolseley. 


The King of Greece arrived at Aix-les-Bains on 
Monday. 


Lord Salisbury paid a visit to the Queen at 
Windsor on Monday afternoon. 


The Earl of Rosebery returned to town on Mon- 
day morning from The Durdans to join the Countess, 
His Lordship arranged to open the new Dulwich Park 
on Thursday. 


Mr. Thomas Cook, the veteran tourist agent, is 
erecting a block of almshouses and a mission hall for 
the use of the poor of his native village, Melbourne, 
in Derbyshire. The buildings, which will shortly be 
opened, are to be named “The Melbourne General 
Baptist Memorial Cottages and Mission Hall.” 


The Emperor William will arrive either on Friday, 
Aug. 1, or Saturday, Aug. 2, for a stay of six days. 


The Prince of Wales was to visit Aldershot on 
Friday, for the purpose of making an inspection 
of the 11th Hussars, who are under orders to proceed 
to South Africa. 


The Duke of Edinburgh is to take up his appoint- 
ment as Naval Commander-in-Chief at Devonport 
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early in August, and directly afterwards his Royal 
Highness will proceed to Germany for a month on 
leave of absence. 


The Bishop of London and Mrs. Temple enter- 
tained the clergy of the diocese and their families at 
a garden-party in the grounds of Fulham Palace on 
Monday. 


The General Brackenbury whose death from 
apoplexy occurred in a train on June 20 was not 
Lieutenant-General Henry Brackenbury, Director of 
Military Intelligence, but his brother, Major-General 
Charles Booth Brackenbury, Director of the Artillery 
College, who had fought gallantly in more than one 
campaign. : 


Mr. Caine has applied for the Chiltern Hundreds, 
in order to test the feeling of his constituents at 
Barrow-in-Furness as to his opposition to the Com- 
pensation proposals of the Government. 


A dispatch has been addressed by Lord Salisbury 
to Sir E. Malet, which gives the outlines of the 
agreement come to with the German Government 
respecting East Africa. It is proposed to cede the 
island of Heligoland (of which we give an Engrav- 
ing) to Germany in return for an exclusive Protector- 
ate over the Sultanate of Zanzibar. On the north 
of Lake Tanganyika Germany is given the region as 
far as the Congo State northward to the parallel first 
degree south latitude, which nearly cuts the Victoria 
Nyanza in half. Itisagreed that English passengers 
and goods shall have free passage through this region. 
The frontier between Ngamiland and Damaraland is 
not yet definitely drawn. On the east coast Ger- 
many surrenders claim to the Sultanate of Vitu, with 
the islands of Manda and Patta, and the territory on 
the coast as far as Juba. 


M. Brisson has put qnestions to the French 
Government which clearly indicate that France is 
sensitive as to the right of Germany to grant England 
a Protectorate over Zanzibar. 


The Home Secretary on June 20 announced that he 
had appointed Sir Edward Bradford, who had seen 
much service in India, and who was now employed in 
the India Office, to be Chief Commissioner of. the 
Metropolitan Police, in successionto Mr. Monro, The 
House having gone into Committee, a prolonged 
debate took place on a vote for the Metropolitan 
Police. Sir W. Harcourt thought that the state of 
things now existing showed the necessity for placing 
the police under the control of a popular body. Mr. 
Matthews defended his action in regard to Mr. 
Monro and the force. Ultimately the vote was 
agreed to. 

The agitation among the Metropolitan Police took 
a serious turn on Monday, chiefly because of an order, 
promulgated, it is said, by the new Commissioner, 
forbidding the holding of a meeting of delegates 
from the various metropolitan divisions at the Bow- 
street Station. About four hundred delegates in 
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meeting being refused, A general conversation took 
place, with the result that a sergeant and a constable 
were suspended. The men then refused to go on 
night duty unless the suspensions were withdrawn. 
The authorities had temporarily to give way, and 
the men went on duty two hours late. 


Indomitable energy and unceasing enterprise are 
part and parcel of the remarkable success which has 
attended General Booth’s crusade as Leader of the 
Salvation Army. This has now grown so strong a 
body that it has need of a Home Office of its own. 
Hence the acquirement by General Booth of the 
large Oriental Restaurant at the north-east corner of 
Blackfriars Bridge, close to Blackfriars Station. A 
P.I.P. artist has sketched the new Home Office of the 
Salvation Army. The building has been refitted to 
suit the requirements of the executive of the Army, 
and the female cierks, of whom Miss Booth is an 
active officer, gò to work in a very business-like 
manner. Centreo.' much of the administrative labour 
General Booth has set going, this Home Office of the 
Salvation Army will be regarded with interest by 
many of our readers. 


Mr. Kingsbury, a pianoforte-case maker and 
packer, has recovered £200 from the London Omni- 
bus Carriage Company (Limited), in the Queen’s 
Bench Division, for personal injuries he had sus- 
tained when alighting from one of their omnibuses, 
in consequence of the negligence of their servants.

The Military Tournament 
at the Agricultural Hall, Islington, is the most 
stirring spectacle in town, and reflects - great 
credit on the organising powers of Colonel 
Onslow, Major Thomas Tully, and all who have 
the direction of this wonderfully exciting Army 
entertainment. Weare happy to know that the 
Royal Military Tournament, heartily encouraged 
by the Prince and Princess of Wales and the 
Duke of Cambridge, the Duke of Connaught, and 
the Duke of Clarence and Avondale, is this year 
likely to yield another large sum to the fund for 
the relief of old and disabled soldiers. The bouts 
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of arms, the splendid dash of the Royal Horse | 
Artillery, the magnificent Musical Ride of the ' 


. Horse Guards, the admirable activity shown by 


every branch of the service, need not be again 
dwelt upon. 

It is the principal novelty of the Tournament 
that demands most attention. This is an 


cHiNricHes fi 
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astonishingly brisk epitome of war, as is clearly 
shown by a P.1.P. Artist. Cyclists, infantry, 
engineers with pontoon bridges, machine-gun 
detachments, a mule battery armed with 
mountain guns, an electric waggon, and an 
ambulance corps are all brought into operation 
with realistic effect, amid scenery which only 
makes one demand on the spectator’s imagina- 
tion. If one multiplies all distances by a 
hundred, one arrives at a fairly accurate idea of 
all that might happen in realaction. A mountain 
pass has been substituted for the battered 
fortress of previous years. On one side of this 
pass real water falls in a cascade, and soon after 
the fight has commenced as an affair of outposts 
engineers are seen descending this defile with 
rude appliances for bridging the cascade. Tele- 
graph-poles, lamp-posts, broken branches of 
trees—anything that they can manage to pick 
up is turned to some account. 

With these rough materials our smart and 
gallant Royal Engineers show how a spar-bridge 
can be rapidly put together under heavy fire, 
and so dexterouslr is the work performed that in 
a few minutes intantry pass over it bearing 
boxes, with which they throw up a téte du pont, 
and from behind this they keep up a rifle-fire 
to cover the advance of a mountain battery. 
Presently mules bearing screw-guns descend the 
defile at a trot, cross the bridge, and come into 
action rapidly. These are followed by machine- 
guns, and then for many minutes all arms keep 
up a deafening fire. ‘The bridge, with its in- 
genious method of construction, was devised hy 
Lieutenant Clausen, R.E., who deserves great 
credit for having shown how to overcome a 
difficulty, and thus add greatly to the interest of 
a brilliant display.

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the dog was permitted to live on his premises without 
his knowledge. If a house is occupied by two or 
more persons, whether lodgers or otherwise, the 
occupier of that part in which the dog shall have 
been kept or permitted to remain shall, for the purpose 
of this Act, be deemed the owner. This Act only 
extends to England and Wales, and not to Scotland 
or Ireland. 


Every person who keeps a dog above the age of 
six months must have a license from the excise 
officer or post-office. And every person in whose 
possession, or on whose premises, a dog shall be found 
or seen is to be deemed the person keeping the dog, 
unless the contrary shall be proved. Proof of the 
age of the dog lies upon the defendant. Dogs used 
by blind persons are exempt, and exemption may be 
obtained for shepherds’ dogs. Any person refusing 
to produce his license to a police officer or excise 
officer when requested is liable to a penalty. 


ANSWERS. 


J. B.—A woman’s husband has left her more than seven 
years, and she has not in any way heard from him since. 
She wishes to know if she may legally marry again. If, in 

ood faith, and on reasonable grounds, she believes the 
nusband is dead, it would, apart from the question of 
seven years, be a good defence should the husband turn 
out to be alive, and she be charged with bigamy. This 
was so decided by a majority of the Judges in 1859, in the 
case of a woman indicted at Carlisle for bigamy, and who 
married within less than seven years. But no interval of 
time whatever can make the second marriage valid, 
if it afterwards be discovered that the first husband 
was alive at the date of the second marriage. 
Therefore, the lady about whom J. B. asks the 
question may be free from any risk of criminal proceedings, 
but she can never be sure that the second marriage is valid 
unless she has clear evidence of the previous death of the 
first husband, Of course, if she can prove adultery and 
desertion for upwards of two years, she could get a divorce. 
In many of the English colonies she could get a divorce 
now merely on the ground of desertion; but in England 
the law is more strict, and the wife may have to wear the 
chain of her first marriage. This is often cruel; but such, 
from ecclesiastical sources, is the law of England, 

J. B.— This would seem to be a case in which, as (as it is 
assumed) the amount is under £500, you are entitled to 
resort to the equitable jurisdiction of the County Court, 
under ‘*The County Courts Act, 1888,” section 67, and 
there compel an account, But whether, as a matter of 
practice, you would find yourself sufficiently skilled to take 
these proceedings without the assistance of a solicitor is 
doubtful. - 

Constant wishes to know if an assistant overseer need be 
an actual ratepayer. The Act of Parliament providing for 
the appointment of assistant overseers (59 Geo, III. 
A.D. 1819) states that inhabitants in vestry may elect any 
** discreet person” and fix hissalary, and then two Justices 
of the Peace are empowered to appoint the person so elected.

HAMPSHIRE ARMY 
MANŒUVRES. 


Tur British Army should become increasingly 
popular, seeing the wonderful skill that is dis- 
played by our well-trained troops of all branches 
both in the Mancuvres in Hampshire and in the 
animated and brilliant encounters at the grand 
Military Tournament in the Agricultural Hall. 


Over-leaf, some of the features of the Hamp- 
shire Army Manoeuvres are illustrated. This 
interesting series of manceuvres with the troops 
of the First Army Corps stationed at Aldershot 
was performed, under the direction of Lord 
Wolseley and General Sir Evelyn Wood, from 
Saturday, June 7, to Friday, the 13th, in the 
neighbourhood of Wolmer Forest, an extensive 
tract of wooded and heath-covered slopes lying 
between two branching lines of the South- 
Western Railway, which, parting company 
at Aldershot, run the one via Petersfield 
and the other through Winchester. For even 
so small a force as 7000 men that area is 
rather circumscribed, and it was necessary to 
take for granted the first movements in this little 
campaign, of which the general idea was that the 
enemy, having landed at Littlehampton, had 
seized Havant and were investing Portsmouth. 
To cover their operations, they had sent a column 
of troops northward, under Colonel Crease, 
C.B., to capture the important strategic position 
of Farnham. The military authorities had then 
sent out a force from Aldershot to delay the 


invaders’ advance and gain information of the 


enemy’s numbers and movements. 

The subject of one of the Sketches is the 
sharp encounter, in Brimstone Wood, between 
the Royal Scots and the Royal Marines, who at 
the finish were aided by some of the Liver- 


Guys 
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pool Regiment. ‘The former also had some 
magazine rifles, only for part of them, while 
the others had Martini-Henry Rifles. They 
were supported by Nordenfelt guns. A vedette 
of the 14th Hussars, with the attacking force, 
is shown keeping watch on the road in another 
Sketch. There was a detachment of military 
cyclists, scouting down the Liphook road. The 
defending army was accompanied by the field 
telegraph corps, who laid down the line of 
telegraph with much celerity. They carried 
bamboo poles about 12 ft. high, with insulators 
fixed at the top, in which the wire was placed. 
Two men going ahead, with sledge-hammers, 
drove an iron peg into the ground, to make holes 
for the poles to be stuck up in, at intervals of 
150 yards, more or less, according to the nature 
of the ground. These were followed by two 
men with a hand-barrow carrying the wire 
mounted on a wheel, and it was unrolled as they 
went, and placed on the top of the poles. 

The war balloon, near Walldown House, on 
Broxhead Common, was another feature of the 
accessories of modern warfare. It was inflated 
with gas produced by sulphuric acid and zinc in 
iron cylinders brought by transport - waggons. 
The balloon—captive, of course—rose to the 
height of 300 ft.; the car would hold two or 
three persons, who had a telephone communi- 
cating with the headquarters on the ground 
below. 

The field kitchen of the Liverpool Regiment 
was also worthy of remark. Its furniture con- 
sisted of large black stew-pots, 18in. high, to 
cook the beef and potatoes. The water was 
conveyed on a barrow drawn by mules; and 
mules were also used to draw the ammunition- 
carts. The defending force had a general field 
bakery, the ovens of plate-iron, packed round 
and over with turfs, through which the smoke 
escaped from the fires, which were of wood cut 
down for the purpose. All was done as it would 
be in actual campaigning.
